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DETAILED ACTION 

The after final amendment filed December 31, 2008 has been entered. Claims 7 and 13 have 
been amended and Claims 1 land 12 have been canceled. 

Accordingly, Claims 7, 9, 10, and 13-20 remain pending. 

Rejoinder of Claim 14 

Claims 7, 9, 10, and 13-20 are allowable. Claim 14, previously withdrawn from consideration as 
a result of a restriction requirement, requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in MPEP § 821.04(a), the restriction requirement among the various species, as 
set forth in the Office action mailed on 11/16/07, is hereby withdrawn and Claim 14 is hereby 
rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1. 104. In view of the withdrawal of the 
restriction requirement, applicants) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present 
application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the 
provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 
129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The terminal disclaimer filed on December 31, 2008 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of USPN 6,734,172 has 
been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 
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The rejection of Claims 7, 9, 10, 12, 13, and 15-20 on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over Claims 1-4 of U.S. Patent No. 6,734,172, is withdrawn 
in view of the terminal disclaimer filed 12/3 1/08, and further in view of the cancellation of Claim 12. 

The rejection of Claims 7, 9, 10, 12, 13, and 15-20 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, for lack 
of enablement, is withdrawn in view of the amendments to the claims and further in view of the 
arguments set forth at page 7 of the response. Claim 12 has been canceled. 

The rejection of Claims 7, 9, 10, 12, 13, and 15-20 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, for 
indefiniteness, is withdrawn in view of the amendments to the claims to remove the term "increasing" and 
further in view of the cancellation of Claim 12.
